In asking the question he assumed that all of us think alike 
in regard to the use of the high seas.

Why should'the air be free and not the earthV 
1C governments have 


the'right to parcel out certain portions of the land area for private 
use, -why not give to the fishermen of the ocean equal sovereignty 
over limited portions of the ocean? 


Economists of different schools of thought have already seized 


oiiDernburg's statements. They are asking questions similar to the 
above and they are knotty problems for economists of certain other 
schools of thought to handle. Dr. Dernburg says Germany stands 
for the neutralization of the sea* 
If it is -wrong for a limited num-
